NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—The latest devel- 
opments in regard to Union Pacific affairs 
fs the formation of a syndicate comprising 
practically all of the leading banking 
houses’ here and representative foreign 
banking interests to take measures for the 
protection of the property in the event of 
failure of the funding bill or a decision on 
the part of the Government to sell the 
property under foreclosure, subject to the 
lien of the finst mortgage bonds. The pro- 
tection of the Kansas Pacific is also cov- 
ered. 

The capital subscribed aggregates $40,000, - 
000 and the syndicate operations will, as in 
the case of the previous $10,000,000 agree- 
ment, be controlled by Kuhn, Loeb & Com- 
pany and the Mercantile Trust Company. 
The original member's of the $10,000,000 syn- 
dicate are given the option of raising their 
6ubscriptions pro rata. 

If the furgiing bill should not be passed 
and if an attempt should be made to fore- 
close, the syndicate stands ready to buy in 
the system and pay off the Government 
lien. If tH® funding bill should pass, the 
syndicate subscriptions will, of course, be 
largely reduced. 

No formal limit of time as to the dura- 
tion of the syndicate agreement has been 
made, but it is tacitly understood that its 
Operation terminates at the close of the 
present session of Congress. If no action 
has been taken one way or the other in this 
Session, a new agreement will be formed, 
subject to whatever conditions may then 
arise. 

The new syndicate is in the interest of 
the Union’ Pacific Reorganization Commit- 
tee, Which recently bought practically all 
of the bonds sold by the Government to 
pay off the maturing currency sixes,

NO FOOD OR SHELTER. 


The Hardest Times New York’s Poor 
People Ever Knew.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Times never were 
harder, and Judge Goldfogle of the Fifth 
District Court says that upward of two 
hundred ‘thousand human beings within the 
past twelve months found themselves with- 
out food or shelter. 

“The hand of poverty,” said the Judge, 
“laid most heavily on the poor people of my 
district. In this district alone over 8,000 
families were disppssessed, and they aver- 
aged at least four members each, making 
a total of over 35,000 homeless ones. I 
have never if all my experience seen 680 
much suffering among the lower classes as 
within the year just ended. The’ statis- 
tics I have compiled show that the great- 
est suffering was in the Bast Side districts.

THEY HAD A SNAP. 


Four Men Have Been Making Money | 
Gathering Reeds on Land the 
Owner Thought Valueless.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—For many years 
Justice W. P. Smith of Park Ridge, N. J., 
has owned a piece of swamp land near 
Island Park that he would have given away. 
It develops that for three years -.four men 
have been annually making $1,000 each by 
cutting reeds from the land and selling them 
to New York meerschaum pipe makers at 
15 cents a pound. Justice Smith proposes to 
go into the business now himself that he has 
made the discovery. 

The four men were in partnership, but dis- 
agreed over a division of the profits, and, } 
as a result, three of them were placed un- 
der arrest Thursday. Two of the men are 
Rucolph Pautlauff, employed in @ pipe fac- 
tory in this city, and Leopold Popper of 
Pearl River. The fourth man in the al- 
leged deal is the informant, and he declares 
that during the past three years thousands 
of dollars’ worth of reeds have been taken 
off the island. The defendants will have a 
hearing Monday. 

The reeds are of bamboo variety and g@n- 
erally found about two feet in length. At 
every three inches appears a joint. The 
reeds are used for making portieres and 
scouring churns, but principally in polish- 
ing pipes. 

Justice Smith sent a young man to New 
York to-day to investigate, and pipe manu- 
facturers offered him 15 cents a pound for 
the reeds. Justice Smith thought they were 
bullrushes. A reed industry may be estab- 
lished in the spring.

THE TUBES OF CAST IRON. 


Wenders of the NewiSystem to Be Put 
in Operation at an 
Early Day. 


Specta? to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. pee ae ‘hap atleast 
been started.in the pnetimatic ait chutes 
that are to connédt the New York and 
Brooklyn postoffices and in seven months 
months will be in operation on the bridge. 
Speaking of how the scheme wil loperate, 
the inventor said: *‘Mr. Batchelor says thay 
the main feature.of the plan contemplates 


two tubes from the basement of the New , 


York Postoffice, under Park Row, to the 
bridge, and Shence alongside the railroad 
tracks. At the Brooklyn terminus the tubes 
will run underground to the basement of #he 
Brooklyn Postoffice. 

The tubes will be of cast iron, in twelve- 
foot lengths. They must be bored * the 
axact diameter of 8 3-16 inches. The joints 
will be fitted to the greatest nicety and will 
be made airtight by a calk.ng of oakum | 
and lead. The joints and inverior of the 
pipes must be smooth and true, so as not to 
retard the carriers inside. Where there are 
sharp bends, as will be necessary to make 
the angles, the tubes will be of brass. In 
the ‘basements of two offices a? either end 
of the tubes will be air compressors, with 
the necessary receiving and d.spatching ap- 
paratus. These air compressing engines will 
furnish the power, which will carry the re- 
ceptacles through the tubes. One tube will 
be used for outgoing and the other for in- 
coming mails. 

The carriers will be accurate steel cylin- 
ders, 24 inches long, @&nd will weigh 12 
They will be made to fit and move 
the tube. Bach of the carriers 
will contain 600 letters. 

When filled with mail the carrier is placed 
in the tube and air from the compressor is 
forced in behind it. A pressure of six 
pounds to the square inch‘will carry the 
carrier between the two offices in three 
and one-half minutes. By increasing the 
pressure the speed will be correspondingly 
The carriers may be dispatched at 
At this rate 


216,000 letters can be sent each way every | 


hour. All of the first and most of the 
second class mail will be sent throught 
the tubes. 

The same scheme as propased here has 
been in operation between the main office 
in Philadelphia and sub-station No. 20, and 
has given great ‘satisfaction, It will cost 
the company about $100,000 to establish the 
system over the bridge. For this the postal 
authorities will pay an annual rental of 
$14,000. The company takes the chances as 
to whether the scheme will " permanently 
adopted. 

The connections now being.made between 
the New York and Brooklyn offices, it is 
understood, is byt a forerunner cf a diver- 
sifled system of pneumatic tubes which will 
eventually carry the mails from every one 
of the substations to headquarters, both in 
New York and Brooklyn. Eventually the 
mails will be sent. by this method to all of 
the steamship landings and railway sta- 
tions. All of the mail will be carried in this 
way, and will eventually do away with at 
least 70 per cent of the mail wagons,

CHOCTAW LANDS. 


Conference at Washington Bearing on 
Opposition to the Dawes Com- 
mission Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—A joint confer- 
ence of the Dawes Indian Commission and 
the Choctaw Ind!ian delegation respecting 
the Choctaw agreement, was held in the of- 
fice of Secretary Francis this afternoon. 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs Browning 
was present. The session was devoted to 
a discussion of the leading provisions of the 
agreement, preliminary to its approval by 
Secretary Francis and its submission to the 
President. 

The action that Congress may take when 
the document is submitted for ratification 
is causing considerable uneasiness and was 
talked over at length. The principal op- 
position that has developed thus far is that 
of the white townsite settlers, who bought 
title from the ind!iv dua] Indians, but who, 
in view of the interests in common in the 
land, must buy-again under the agreement, 
The townsite men have organized to oppose 
the ratification of the agreement and have 
sent an attorney here to represent their 
interests. 

The agreement provides for the allot- 
ment of all the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
lands (except to freedmen provided for in 
an 1866 treaty); the keeping of title to all 
minerals in the United States Government 
in trust for the tribes; makes the allotted 
lands inalienable and untaxable for twenty- 
five years, and givés, full citizenship rights 
to the two tribes upon the termination of 
tribal government, which Its fixed to end 
eight years from March 4 next. So far 
the Chickasaws have not indicated their 
approval of the agreement and it may be 
necessary to enforce it for the benefit of 
only the Choctaws’ interests pending fur- 
ther legislation. __

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—As 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday a syndicate of 
New York millionaires have secured abso- 
lute control of she Long Island Railroad and 
the Austin Corbin interests and now pur- 
pose carrying out Mr. Cor'bin’s pet scheme, 
that of a tunnel under the East River con- 
necting New York and Brooklyn. 

Tite stock represented will be of par value 
of $6,500,000 out of She entire capital of $12, - 
000, of the road. 

The proposed tunnel, under the river can 
be constructed at. an estimated cost of $6,- 
000,000. The charter belongs to the Pennsyl- 
vana Railroad, and permits the continu&ince 
of the “unnel from this cit¥ to Jersey City 
should it be deemed advisable. Mr. Corbin, 
during his Kfe time, obtained from the rail- 
road the right to use this charter. 

Two stations for the accommodation of 
passengers will be provided in this city. On 
the brooklyn side a.station will be built 
mear the City Hall and the other at the 
station of the Long Island road. 

It is now thought that electricity will be 
the motive power of the trains running 
through the tunnel. A project is under 
consideration for the elevation and at cer- 
tain points depression of the Atlantic Ave- 
nue Railroad through the thickly settled 
portion of Brooklyn. Half of the expense 
will be borne by the railroad and half ‘by 
the city. express trains could thus be 
Started from Courtland street, New York, 
and run by means of connections to any 
point on Long Island.

French Steamer Madeleine, From Peru 
for Frisco, Had an Event- 
ful Voyage. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 9.—The 
steamer Newport, from Acapulco to-day, 
brought word of a duel fought on the 
‘French steamer Madeleine, resulting in 
the death of the second officer. 

The Madeleine is due here from Callao, 
Peru, for repairs. She is an oil vessel and 
has been plying along the South American 
coast. 

Shortly after she left Callao for this port 
her boilers exploded, killing several men. 
The accident compelled her to put into 
Acapulco, where, after receiving necessary 
repairs, she resumed her northern voyage. 

About seven hours later she returned to 
port flying a police flag. The Newport 
was then preparing to leave Acapulco and, 
in consequence, but meager details of the 
trouble on board the Frenchman could be 
learned. : 

The brief news sent ashore was to the 
effect that the chief engineer and second 
officer had been om anything but friendly 
terms for some time ,,On leaving Acapulco 
they renewed. theimztroubies, .ané the-report 
said that one chaligiiged the other, and they 
fought a‘duel Gf°the stenmer’s* deck. The 
second officer was killed and the Madeleine's 
commander Setraene his vesvel’s course to 
Acapulco. 

The owner of the steamer was aboard the 
Newport, bound for this city, and a message 
detailing the trouble was sent to him with 
a request for instructions. 

The owner promptly went ashore and 
by telegraph communicated the facts to the 
French minister in Mexico, who ordered the 
Madeleine held at Acapulco, pending an of- 
ficial, investigation. The Mexican officials

NO LONGER A BASTILE. 


Bellevue Hospital Not a Prison for 
Sane Persons.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Commissioner Sflas 
B. Croft, President of the Board of Chari- 
ties, issued an order to-day which puts an 
end to the practice under which men and 
women have been imprisoned in the insane 
pavilion at Bellevue Hospital witheut even 
the semblance of authority. 

In order that an immediate stop might 
be put to the methods that have been in 
vogue, he taok Superintendent Murphy of 
the hospital to one side and gave him ver- 
bal instructions not to receive any patients 
for the insane pavilion unless they are reg~ 
ularly committed by some magistrate. 

Nor did he let the matter rest there, He 
believes that the disclosures made call for 
an official investigation of abuses that 
have prevafied in the conduct of the insane 
pavilion. 

With that conviction as his guide, he has 
already begun an inspection of the records 
in order to discover to what extent these 
abuses have prevailed. 

This puts an effectual stop to the indar- 
ceration of innocent sane or harmlessly 
demented men or women who may be taken 
to the hospital by unknown or irresponsible 
persons.

SPANISH LAWYER’S SPEECH AT 


LOUIS SOMEILLAN’S TRIAL. 


HE SCOFFED AT TREATIES. 


Piea Made That the Accused Should 


Be Convicted to Suppress 
the Rebellion. 


od ————— 


HAVANA, Jan. $.--The trial of Louis 
Someillan, charged with conspiracy against 
the Spanish Government, was resumed this 
afternoon. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, Consul- 
General for the United States, was not in 
attendance. -A number of witnesses were 
examined, and the prosecuting attorney 


summed up the case for the Government. 


He said that the tribunal should accept 
as proven the evidence presented by the 
witness against the prisoner and impose a 
life sentence upon Someillan. He recalled 
Sangulilly’s trial and said it was only a 
similar act of the same great drama. In the 
one case the arrogant soldier was appa- 
rently the chief character; in the other case 
te play centered about a common laboring 
man. Both, however, were working by 
dark and epderhantan, heane for a com- 


mon end. 


He insisted that the law of 1821 did not 
apply. Someillan, he continued, was not 
an American citizen. The law of 1821, he as- 


serted, was not in force, Even though it 
should be admitted that the law was still 
in force, it should be ovérruled because it 
offered no guarantee and was no just in 


its effect. 


This was the law which the attorney for 
the defense claimed allowed six magistrates 
in the Tribunal instead of five. A request 
by the defendant for a tribunal thus consti- 
tuted was yesterday denied by the court. 

The attorney for the prrosecution asserted 
that the tribunal before which Someillan 
had been tried was according to the treaty. 
It was claimed that Somelillan’s act had 
made him notorious throughout the colony 
and insisted that the public good and the 
necessity for the suppression of the rebel- 


lion required the conviction of the prisoner. 

The prosecuting attorney then entered 
into Someillan’s family history. He said 
that Someillan was a mative of Spain and 
that since 1876 he had enrolled himself un- 


der the noble banner of the United States 


for the purpose of conspiracy against the 
Spanish government. 


He repudiated the proofs and the docu- 
ments drawn before an American Notary 
Public, claiming that they were without 
force and not binding in Spain. He called

A QUESTION TO STUDY. 

Mayor Walbridge points out that, under 
Civil Service Reform as it is proposed 
here, the power of removal lodged in | 
heads of departments will effectually pre- | 
vent the creation of a permanent office- | 
holding class. 

That is true as to the law, but much 
will depend upon the Board to be created 
for the law’s enforcement. There is noth- | 
ing in the Federal civil service law to 
prevent the responsible heads of depart- 
ments from reorganizing their staffs by | 
the appointment of qualified applicants in 
the plaqwof others removed. But the na- | 
tional Board, as constituted by Mr. Cleve- 
land, has made real reform impossible 
by its usurpations of power, bulldozing, 
threats and actual removals of men guilty 
of no offense under the law. 

It will be well for the citizens of St. 
Louis to have a clear understanding of 
what is proposed. A genuine merit sys- 
tem, appointing a man of demonstrated 
qualification to office for a fixed term, 
with eligibility for successive terms by 
successive competitive examinations, 
would go far to solve the problem. Of 
course,any system that proposes to rob 
the responsible head of any department 
of his power to remove his subordinates 
for cause is impracticable if not absurd. 
That is the’situation which raises the 
greatest difficulty in the case. It would 
make opportunities for spoils politicians 
but for the clause in the law making it + 
mandatory upon heads of departments to 
take all their appointees from the eligible 
list. 

The real power to prevent a reign of 
spoils and inefficiency under any civil 
service reform in municipal government 
will rest with the Examining Board.

““NOBODY’S BUSINESS.”’ 

When passing through St. Louis last 
week, on his way to Jefferson City, Sen- 
ator Orchard was-asked by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter whether or not he was 
traveling on a free pass, He replied that 
it was nobody’s business whether he was 
or not. 

On what theory is Senator Orchard pre- 
pared to maintain that whether or not 
he, as a public official, uses a railway 
pass, when-the use of such a pass is pro- 
hibited by law, is “nobody’s business?” 
Art. XII., sec, 24, of the State Consti- 
tution takes away a Member’s right to 
sit in the Assembly if he travels on a 
pass. It says “the acceptance of such 
@& pass or ticket by a Member of the 
General Assembly, or any such officer, 
shall be a forfeiture of his office.” There- 
fore, 4 member who goes to Jefferson City 
on a pass to take his seat has no right 
to a seat in the Assembly. If he takes} 
his seat, he does so in defiance of law. 

As a public official, Senator Orchard 
is violating the law if he uses a railway 
pass at all. If, after using such a pass, 
he presents his mileage claim to the State 
Treasurer, he is not only Violating the 
law, but swindling the Treasury and the 
taxpayers. Under the Constitution ana 
the law, instead of the question whether 
or not @ public official is using a pass be- 
ing impertinent, {t is a strictly proper 
inguiry. As a matter of fact, the State 
Treasurer should be compelled by law to 
require every Member or public official 
when he presents his mileage voucher to 
make Oath that he has not used a free 
pass or free transportation of any kind, 

Every citizen haa a right to inquire 
into the conduct of every public official, 
in connection with any matter that has 
been made the subject of constitutional 
provision or statutory law. 

THE DON AND THE JUDGE. 

There is nothing new under the sun. 
Even Judge Murphy is not new, though

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AN OMITTED FACTOR. 

Gov. Stone made an interesting speech 
at a banquet in Jefferson City last Satur- 
day night. He pointed out with accuracy 
the important lesson of the last cam- 
paign, that there must be no compromise 
with party traitors; that the policy of 
the Democratic party must be shaped by, 
Democrats, and not by those who put 
on the livery of Democrats the better to 
serve Plutocracy. Gov. Stone also stated 
an obvious truth ‘when he pointed out 
that, as a result of the battles fought in 
1895 and 1896, the Democratic party, es- 
pecially in Missouri, is in better shape 
for aggressive fighting for its principles 
than it has been in for many years past. 

In enumerating the causes of this 

change for the better, however, Gov. 
Stone omits the most important factor. 
In 1893 ang in 1894 Gov. Stone was here. 
He was Governor of the State and had 
alk the powers of the Governor’s office. 
All the State officials who are here now 
were here then. Every man who was 
present at the banquet was at that time 
occupying the same pdsition, with the 
same opportunities for influencing public 
opinion and public action, that he had 
later. Yet to the last man they were 
lying prostrate, and the party was lying 
prostrate with them, under.the Neel of a 
little faction which has since been tucked 
away in its little grave and over which 
the grass is now growing. 
“What wrought the change that came 
about in 1895? Not Gov. Stone’s speech 
at Washington Park, Kansas City. That 
was made early in 1893 and awoke no 
echo. The man who made it was just as 
helpless politically in 1894 as he was when 
he uttered it in 1893. Again we ask, what 
wrought the change? What new factor 
was introduced that was not here in 
1893 and im 1894? 

The answer is obvious, except to poll- 
ticians who ride on the train and imagine 
that they furnish the motive power. 

Early in 1895 the Post-Dispatch came 
under its present management. Within 
three months the Bemocrats of Missouri 
were rallying behind aggressive leader- 
ship, which was the only thing they had 
needed for several years past, but with- 
out which they were drifting as helplessly 
as a ship at sea without a rudder. 
Within six months the party was in fight- 
ing-shape, with a clearly defined purpose 
and a plan of campaign that made defeat 
impossible. Within a year—without the 
addition of a single factor except the 
Post-Dispatch under its new manage- 
ment—the party had taken possession of 
the party machinery in Missouri, had 
tumbled into the dust the little faction 
that had been so long bestriding it, had 
taken the leadership of the great Demo- 
cratic renascence in the nation at large, 
had pointed the way to the Chicago Con- 
vention and formulated in advance its 
principal declarations of party doctrine, 
and had struck the first blows in the 
campaign that under competent leader- 
ship is sure to end in ultimate victory. 

If the time has come to review causes, 
the Post-Dispatch, which took so large a 
part in shaping events, will also take part 
in pointing out the landmarks of history.

FOOD INSPECTION. 

If we are to have a pure food bill, it is 
to be hoped that it will be thorough and 
not merely a fancy ordinance based only 
on the bacillus theory. It is, of course, 
important to guard against impurities 
after food is ready for sale. Meats and 
other foods ought to be protected from 
dust and uncleanness of every kind. This 
is especially necessary in a large city, 
where the atmosphere is usually full of 
impurities. 

A pure food bill should be so compre- 
hensive that it will compel the use of 
pure and wholesome materials from 
which to make bread, pastry, candies, 
preserves, pickles, etc. A great deal of 
the food offered for sale at the bakeries 
and grocery stores on the poorer streets 
of the city is made from material that 
was not fit for food before it was put into 
the finished product. To merely guard 
such food products against exposure and 
incidental bacterial impufities would be 
as @bsurd as the proverbial cleansing of 
the outside of cups end platters that are 
withip full of impurity. 

The cheap bakeries which supply most 
of the bread and pastry that the working 
people consume use poor flour, rancid 
lard and butter or butterine, preserves 
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other materials equally detrimental to 
health. Much of the bread, preserves and 
pickles exposed for sale at the ordinary 
grocery store is without value as food. 
The people only put up with it because 
they cannot get anything better. They 
know they are being defrauded from one 
year’s end to another. 

If we are to have sumptuary laws at 
all, let them be effective. If the material 
is good, the finished product will: prob- 
ably be satisfactory.

THE HIGH HAT AGAIN. 

The anti-high hat ordinance in Chicago 
is so far a failure. The night following 
the passage of the ordinance the Chicago 
Tribune made a comparative census of. 
‘the women with and without hats in 
the theaters of that city. The figures are: 
With hats, 735; without, 441.

She wants to regulate by law everything 
but herself, and to suppress by statute 
every form of indulgence to which she is 
not inelined. We may congratulate our- 
selves that she is not much inclined to 
evil.

Clearly enough the men of Brooklyn 
know women better than do those of Chi- 
cago, But Chicago will never understand 
it that way. Im Chicago they will con- 
clude that the Brooklyn women had read | 
the story of the French Judge presiding 
at the trial of a salacious cause, who 
requested all ladies to withdraw, and 
who, after every woman had remained 
seated, announced:’ “As there are no 
ladies im the court-room, the trial will 
proceed.”’ : 

Chicago will not see the light.

THE PASSING SHOW 
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“When thieves fall out honest men get 
their dues.” The old edage may not ex- 
actly apply to the closing of the merry-go- 
rounds, called by courtesy “race tracks,” 
but it ig more or jess apropos to the man- ' 
ner of their closing. Not that all horsemen 
who run their cattle on short winter tracks, 
or the Jockeys who ride them, or the book- 
makers who take money on the races, are 
dishonest, but the moral effect on the com- 
munity is perhaps worse then if they were. 
Business men whose employes play the 
races are no better off, because their money 
is gambled away under color of law. They 
could better protect themselves against ac- 
tual thieves. And again, if every race is 
run “on the square” it makes thieves of 
the losers just the same as if it was 
crooked. But in quoting the adage I re- 
fer to the causes which led to the closing 
of the tracks. Everybody knew just what 
evil was resulting from the alleged race 
tracks, but as the law permitted them to 
flourish, the only way possible to stop them 
was to wait until the Legislature met. But 
what moral sentiment and agitation could 
not do, was done by the pool rooms, which 
of themselves constituted a greater moral 
nuisance than the tracks. There was not 
money enough for both to flourish so the 
tracks had to shut up shop. 


It is to be hoped, however, that the clos- 


meets will not cause Dr. Werlein and 
other objectors to perpetual racing to relax 
their efforts to securé legislation on the 
subject. The racing evil in St. Louis nee 

regulating about as badly as the next thing. 
Practically we have racing all the year 
round. The spring meeting at the Fair 
Grounds, Which opens the so-called legiti- 
mate racing season, is extended beyond all 
reason until late in the fall, Last year it 
was not even suspended during Fair week. 
All this time the sport goes on at the night 
tracks by electric light, and then when the 
fall racing closes the winter tracks open. 
And so racing is perpetual from January to 
December. Of course the friends of the 
sport of kings maintain that it improves, 
the breed of horses. But its opponents meet 
this by urging that to breed thoroughbreds 
for racing purposes is to raise animals 
which are no earthly use for anything else. 
It is beyond question, in the meantime, that 
under present racing conditions, in propor- 
tion as we improve the breed of the noble 
animal, the horse, we breed a degenerate 
race of the nobler animal, man. It is equal- 
ly beyond question that the turf scandals, 
which have cast more or less suspicion on 
every legitimate track in the country, have 
arisen from the practice of indefinitely and 
unreasonably extending the limits of regu- 
lar meetings. The Legislature should set 
a certain limit on the period of a meeting, 
and so frame the law that it cannot be 
evaded by having a week's intermission be- 
tween regular meetings, nor by closing a 
meeting on one track, only to begin an- 
other the next week at another track, as 
was attempted at Chicago. It is not only the 
moralists and reformers who want such 
legislation. The legitimate race-horse men 


that a continuation of the prevailing meth- 
ods threatens the very existence of the 
sport. 


Mickey Mack must feel sore at himself 
for going to so much trouble to devise ways 
and means of effecting his escape from dur- 
ance vile, only to be acquitted without hav- 
ing a chance to put his scheme into execu- 
tion.

But it was a piece of 
unpardonable oversight in Mickey Mack to 
go to such infinite pains to provide means 
to get out of the Work-house before he 
was sent there, when he knew that the 
way lay through Judge Murphy’s court. It 
is almost enough to lead to the belief that 
Mickey Mack is failing mentally, or else 
that he is threatened with the habit of 
working for the love of it. 


Mr. Clardy, attorney for the Missouri Pa- 
cific, wants the time limit allowed railroad 
companies to equip their freight cars with 
automatic couplers extended for five years, 
The reason given is not that the cars can- 
not be equipped in the time given, but that 
to do so this year would cost the company 
$1,200,000. It is a mere question of money 
versus human life. Manifestly it would be 
cheaper to put automatic couplers onto new 
cars as they are built to replace worn-out 
ones than to equip the present service with 
the life-saving devices, and in the estima- 
tion of most railroad corporations human 
lives are too cheap to be considered, when 
the alternative is @ gum larger than the 
prospective aggregate of damage suits for 
lives lost. Meanwhile the slaughter keeps 
up. We hear of an accident to a passenger 
train with a dozen lives lost, and the papers 
give it “‘scare” headlines and a thrill of 
horror permeates the country. But while 
these occasional catastrophes are record- 
ed—and compared with the aggregate of 
passengers carried they are infinitesimal— 
the slaughter of brakemen and switchmen, 
due almost wholly to the present dangerous 
system of coupling, goes on at the rate of 
six per day, at a moderate estimate. Time 
was when tthe railroads had the excuse that 
no perfect automatic coupler had been in- 
vented. Now the practicability of later in- 
ventions has been demonstrated and is ad- 
mitted—but they cost money. When a law 
is passed compelling the adoption of a 
device to prevent this uselesg slaughter, 
more time is wanted. 


Chicago comes to the front with an ordi- 
nance against the high feminine theater 
hat.

Two defects in our criminal law system 
were ‘glaringly demonstrated last week in 
the trial and conviction of Thomas M.

The conviction de- 
pended upon whether or not it was possible 
for the chief witness for the prosecution to 
see into the cabin from his position at the 
wheel, as he testified he did, while thé 
murder was being committed. At the first, 
and for many succeeding ballots, five of the 
jurymen were for acquittal. By degrees the 
jury got to a point where eleven were for 
conviction and one for acquittal. After 
that they got back to the original standing 
of seven to five, and still later, after twen- 
ty-six hours of deliberation, they agreed on 
a verdict of guilty, and the prisoner was 
condemned to death. From the reports, it’ 
would seem that the minority yielded their 
convictions of the man’s innocence to the 
prospect of further confinement if they con<_ 


was at stake, 


that the witnesses, all of them seafaring 
men, after lying in jafl for months, con- 
demned to prison fare, and to associating 
with criminals for no offense, must remain 
in jail in default of bail an indefinite time 
until a new trial is had or the case heard 
on appeal. Under the system which obtains 
@ stranger unable to give bail, who is un- 
fortunate enough to be an involuntary wit- 
ness to a tragedy, may lie in jail indefi- 
nitely, while the accused is at liberty on 
bond. This is all wrong. It is not to be 
wondered at thet justice is often defeated 
by witnesses making themselves scarce to 
escape being called on to testify. There. 
should be a way of taking the depositions 
of non-resident witnesses or witnesses who 
from any cause are unable to give bond for 
their appearance, end subjecting them to 
the cross-examination of coungel for the 
accused, as is done in civil cases. Take, for 


witness to such a tragedy, under sueh con- 
ditions, might have lain in jail for a matter 
of two or three years awaiting a final dis- 
position of the case. The trouble with our 
criminal laws seems to be that they are 
enacted mostly in the interest of criminals.

DEBATE ON THE PACIFIC RAIL- 
3 ROAD FUNDING BILL CLOSED. 
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SEVERAL LATE AMENDMENTS. 


An Attempt to Enforce the Attendance 
of Members Failed In- 
gloriously. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The debate in 
the House of Representatives on the Pa- 
cific Railroad funding bill came to a close 
at 5 o’clock this evening and the final vote 
on the bill and all amendments and sub- 
stitutes will be taken Monday noon on the 
assembling of the House. The debate to- 
day was of that fragmentary character in- 
cident to a five-minute debate and was not 
productive of any features new or strong. 
But one vote was taken and that on an 
amendment of comparatively minor im- 
portance by Mr. Parker of New Jersey, en- 
larging the description of the assets cover- 
ed by the Government lien and requiring 
the assent of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to any sales made by the roads under 
the terms of the bill. Mr. Powers resisted 
the amendment, but it passed by a decisive 
majority. During the day Mr. Northway of 
Ohio offered an amendment to the Harrison 
substitute providing for a national commis- 
sion to effect a settlement which on being 
approved by the President shall become op- 
erative. 

After a brisk controversy early in the 
day the order made last night for the ar- 
rest by the Sergeant-at-Arms of all mem- 
bers absent from the sess%on fast night, 
pension night, was vacated, to the satisfac- 
tion of over 200 members to whom the order 
of arrest applied. 

A preliminary flurry occurred over a mo- 
tion by Mr. Henderson (Rep.,) of lowa to re- 
consider the resolution adopted at the night 
eession of the House last night directing the 
Sergeant-at-Arms to arrest absent members 
and bring them to the bar of the House on 
next Tuesday. It incurred a sharp pariia- 
mentary struggle, but was voted down by 
130° to 109. 


Mr. Bowers (Rep.) of California opened 
the opposition tn an onslaught on the mana- 

ement of the Pacific roads and the bill.

NW YORK, Jan. 9.—Rocco Maresco, who 
came to this country eighteen years ago, 
started as a bootblack, became a contractor, 
and recently a bank president. He still 
retains a hold on all his various enterprises, 
and is reported to be worth $250,000, a large 
part of which he has acquired by invest- 
ments in real estate. 

He was sued yesterday in the City Court 
by James Perrella, a bootblack, for the re- 
covery of $250, alleged to be due for a 
patent foot-rest for bootbiack stands.

Having acquired considerable 
money in the venture he cranched out into 
other enterprises, and anen the Italian Say- 
ings Bank was organized became a 
large stockholder and saimsequently its pres- 
jdent. 

Perrella alleges that & year ago Maresco 
feared his boys on the boats were not 
giving him truthful accounts of their busi- 
ness and he wanted some scheme which 
would register the number of shines they 
gave. Perrella says he invented a foot-rest 
with a dial to register each shine as the 
customer placed his foot on it, and that 
Maresco ordered 100.0f the machines and 
agreed to pay him $100 for the invention, 

Maresco denied having made any agree- 
ment. He testified that the invention was 
useless. The model was presented to the 
jury, which returned a verdict in favor of 
the bank president. A colored man served 
as one of the jurors.

YALE TAXES. 


New Haven Starts in to Get More From 
the University. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 9.—The New 
Haven ‘tax assessors to-day took a very im- 
portant step in the direction of taxing Yale 
College, asserting that the Yale authorities 
had refused to hand ‘n a satisfactory list, 
and made out a schedule of their own. The 
list foots up $439,782. An extremely long 
and costly law suit is thus apparently at 
hand, between the town of New Haven and 
Yale University, which, if resulting un- 
favorably to the university, will cause it 
extremely heavy taxation, amounting prob- 
ably not less than $30,000 a year, as con- 
trasted with about $1,000, which it now pays. 


CANADIAN REVENUE. 


Receipts and Expenditures for the Past 
; Six Months. 


OTTAWA, Ont., Jan. 9.—The statement of 
revenue and expenditure appears in to- 
day’s Official Gazette: The revenue for the 
six months ended December 31, 1896, on 
consolidated fund was $17,452,000, compared 
with $17,621,000 for the same period in 18965, 
or a decrease of $169,000 for the present 
fiscal year. This decrease was in customs 
duties. The total expenditure for the six 
months were $350,000 greater than last year, 
but omitting the special expenditure for the 
payment for militia arms, it is $160,000 less. 
The public debt was decreased by $395,000.

JAMES K. JONES WILL BE RE- 
ELECTED SENATOR. 


INTRODUCED. 


BILLS TO BE 


Proposed Railroad Commission, Con- 
stitutional Revision, Good Roads 
Law, New Banking Measure, Etc. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Jan. 9.—The thirty- 
first session of the General Assembly will 
convene Monday, and will be one of the 
most important since 1874, when the Re- 
publican party was driven from power. 
The candidates for the speakership are 
Gen. Jas. C. Pappan from Helena, F. &£, 
Brown, Prairie County; J. H. Amacker of 
Washington, W. F. Kirby of Miller and 
Thos. L. Herrn from Sharpe. L. L. Coff- 
man of Boone withdrew last night, and his 
strength will be about equally divided be- 
tween the other candidates, although the 
friends of Mr. Brown claim most of them. 
Brown, Pappan and Amacker seeem to be 
in the lead. 

For President of the Senate W. L. Moose 
of Morrilten, J. G. Williamson of Monti- 
cello, B. D. Williams of Little Rock and A. 
G. Gray of Independence are the candidate, 
Moose apparently leading. 


The leading clerical places in both Houses 
are also attracting unusual interest. 

One of the most important measures that 
will come up will be the law regulating 
railroads through a railroad commission. 
The Democratic State Conveniion last June 
favored a commission by practicaily a 
unanimous vote. Everybody concedes that 
the Legislature will carry out the wishes 
of the people; in fact, very little opposition 
will ‘tbe made. A large number of the leg- 
islators and Governcr-elect Jones believe 
that the railroads shou'd bear the expense 
of the commission, while a number of 
friends of the proposed law claim that the 
State should pay the expenses. On this 
feature a stubborn contest will take place. 
Governor-elect Jones some days ago pre- 
pared a bill which will be introduced early, 
containing many features of the Texas com- 
mission law; it is probable that at least 
twenty-five bills of the same kind will also 
be introduced. 

As usual, the question of a new Consti- 
tutton will be broached during the first or 
second week. Gov. Clarke will again urge 
the members to call a Constitutional Conven- 
tion. More than two-thirds of his message 
two years ago was devoted to that sub- 
ject. Gov.-elect Jones in his inaugural ad- 
dress will not make any recommendations 
either way. 

The election law will also be the subject of 
much ctscussion. Gov. Jones will carry out 
hits promises relative to a change in the 
mode of selecting commissioners and Judges. 
He will recommend one of the minority 
parties be given representation upon every 
election board both State and County, in- 
cluding Judges and clerks of election. In 
conversation to-day, Gov.-elect Jones stated 
that he would recommend that the law in 
that respect be amenided so as to make the 
provisions mentioned mandatory and com- 

ulsory. He will also recommend the build- 
ng of State railroads with convict labor. 

The committee appointed by the State Good 
Roads Convention, which met in this city 
last summer, ll hold a session in Littie 
Rock during the coming week, map out the 
programme, and draft a bill embodying the 
recommendations made by the convention, 
relative to building and imprdving of roads 
and highways throughout the State. A num- 
ber of plans have been suggested, one of 
which is to utilize convicts in this work, 
but nothing definite has yet been agreed up- 
on, 
Another measure which promises to at- 
tract much attention will be a complete 
change in the banking system of the State. 
Several propositions will be suggested by 
members during the session looking to the 
settlement of the State debt. Treasurer 
Gulley in his report to the Governor recom- 
mends that the bonded indebtedness of the 
State, most of which will fall due in 1900, be 
refunded at a hw rate of interest. He also 
recommends that an act be passed authoriz- 
ing him to notify the holders of these bonds 
to produced them at the offi 
Treasurer with'n one year, so that they can 
be registered. Mr. Gulley also strongly urges 
that provisions be made for the payment of 
the interest on the bonded debt long since 
past due. 

Soon after the organization of both houses, 
a successor to Senator Jas, K. Jones wil! be 
elected. Gov. Clarke some time ago with- 
drew from the race, leaving Senator Jones 
a clear field. He will therefore have no op- 
position within his party.

CLEARANCES FOR LAST WEEK 
BROKE THE RECORD. 


Less of Faith in Chicago Institutions 
Has Increased Confidence 
# In St. Louis. 


The reputation gained by St. Louls banks 
for stability is bringing them the business 
of merchants and smaller banks which has 
been. withdrawn from Chicago on account 
of the alarming number of bank failures 
there and in the Northwest in the last few 


weeks. * 

This is shown by the report of the St. 
Louis Clearing-house Association for the 
week ending yesterday. 

It breaks all records of the association 
gince it was established in 1869, 

During the period of the panic, when 
banks all over the country were going un- 
der, every bank in St. Louis came bravely 
through the storm. The conservative mefh- 


ods of St. Louis bankers and the _ solid 
backing on which the banks operated pre- 
vented even temporary embarrassment over- 
taking any of them. St. Louis stood alone 
among .the great cities of the country, un- 
injured by the disaster all around her. 

She is row reaping some of the benefits of 
the reputation she made then. 

Some days ago President C. W. Bullen of 
the National Bank of the Republic in an 
interview in the Post-Dispatch on the 
numerous bank failures, predicted that 
they would shortly result in depositors 
transferring their balances to St. Louis. 

The weekly report of the St. Louis Clear- 
ing House Association, eclipsing the best 
record made in twenty-eight years and 
showing an increase of little less than & 
per cent over last year, indicates that the 
transferring of balances to St. Louis has 
already begun. 

The report shows clearances from Monday 
to Saturday, inclusive, of $31,679,402. During 
the corresponding week of 1896, the clear- 
ances were $25,898,025. The increase this 
year was $5,781,377, or 22.3 per cent. 

¢ best previous record was $28,997,856, 
during the week from June 38 to 8, 189, 
That was $2,681,546 léss than for last week. 


Over the week ending Jan. 2, 1897, with | 


clearances amounting ito $21,352,615, the in- 
crease was $10,326,787. 

When the Clearing House report was post- 
ed on ’Change it created a mild sensation. 
The grand showing it made for St. Louis 
Was at once realized, and numerous ex- 
planations were offered, the one generally 
accepted by those familiar with conditions 
being that Mr. Bullen’s prediction was be- 
ing fulfilled. 

he suggestion was first made that the 
fact that the United States Sub-Treasury 
now clears through the St. Louis Clearing 
House Association, would account fer the 
increase. Investigation disproved this, Man- 
ager Edward Chase of the Clearing House. 
Stating that the Sub-Treasury clearances 
amounted to but $400,000 during the week. 

This becoming known, the only conclu- 
sion remaining, leaving out of considera- 
tion reclearings and ‘transactions in money 
alone, Was that a vast improvement in the. 
general business of the banks, due to the 
transfer by depositors’ balances from Chica- 
go and the,Northwest, was the cause of the 
remarkable increase. 


Manager Chase of the Clearing House 
said yesierday: 

“To account for a portion of the in- 
crease the monthly settlements on 'Change 
made some aifference. The clearances were 
$6,000,000 on Monday from this source, That, 
however, explains only the difference be- 
tween the showing for the week, in which 
the monthly settlements are made, and that 
for the ordinary week days of the month. 

“The tax collections, which are included 
this week, make some difference from the 
other weeks of the entire year of 1896, and 
also from the corresponding week. The tax 
collections last year came in a week earlier 
than this year. 

“My opinion is that it is somewhat owing 
to financial transactions, such as the trans- 


.fer of loans, rather than to general busi- 


ness. 

Mr. Chase, however, explained that his 
observation was entirely from within the 
Clearing-house, and his conclusion is based 
entirely on what passed ‘through ‘his hands. 
Bankers, he said, could tell better.

DIAMOND RING 


STOLEN A YEAR AGO AND RECOV- 
ERED YESTERDAY. 


TAKEN BY A PULLMAN PORTER. 


The $600 Gem Will Be Restored to Its 
Owner, Who Is a Sister of 
Lillian Russell. 


The $600 diamond ring that was stolen here 
from Miss Susanne Leonard, a sister of 
Lillian Russell, a year ago has been re- 
covered and will be returned to the owner. 

The ring that formerly graced ‘the taper 
finger of the handsome actress has been 
worn in a small chamois sock around the 
neck of the negress whose husband stole it. 

Detectives Badger and Freese received in- 
formation a few days ago which resulted 
in the arrest of Charles, Lee, the negro 
thief, his wife, in whose possession it was 
found, and the recovery of the jewel itself. 

The ring is now in the possession of Chief 
of Detectives Desmond. It has an oval set 
that con'tains twelve diamonds of excellent 
quality, ranging in weight from one to one 
and one-half karats, and two large s4ap- 
phires. 

Five of the diamonds have been removed. 
One was mounted for a stud and adorned 
the shirt frogt of the negro when he was 
arrested. Two of the diamonds were re- 
covered loose. The remaining two are still 
missing, but the detectives know where 
they are and they will be recovered to-day. 

The robbery occurred here a year ago. 
Miss Leonard was singing the principal 
contralto role with the Lillian Russell Opera 
Company, which played a week’s engage- 
ment at the Grand Opera House, producing

GAMBLERS’ CARNIVAL STARTED 
BY CRAZY MURPHY’S DECISION. 


NO LAW AGAINST BETTING. 


Half a Dozen Rooms Opened Imme- 
diately and Twice as Many Will 
Follow Suit Monday. 


Like mushrooms on a muggy morning, 
pool rooms sprang up all over the down- 
town portion of the city yesterday after- 
noon under the nourishing protection of 
Judge Murphy. 

The four regulars who may be called al- 
ready established went to work as if no 
interruption had occurred in their game at 
all. 

Tom Walsh simply rubbed out the bluffs 
he had written up on the blackboards about 
not taking money and began to gather in 
the dollars ag fast as his assistants could 
write tickets. 

“The talent,” as it is called, was vora- 
cious after ten days’ restraint and went 
to picking winners and studying “‘the dope” 
books with avidity. 

Never in St. Louis was the game so hot 
as it was yesterday afternoon, and never 
did Judge Murphy get a higher commenda- 
tion from a lower class of men than he did 
at the opening of the pool rooms. 

All the touts and “penny ante’’ gamblers 
who never did an honest day’s work in 
their lives were loud in their praise of the 
upright Judge who knew how to do the 
right thing for the right people. 

Had even Judge Murphy seen and heard 
some of the characters who approvingly en- 
dorsed him he might have felt a tinge of 
——_ and been tempted to rescind his de- 
cision. 

John Hambrick’s place on Washington 
avenue was thrown open again and during 
the entire afternoon there was a jam of 
spectators and speculators crowding and 
pushing for the ticket-writers or a view of 
the blackboards. 

The game there was good and $2 was the 
— sum which would be accepted as 
a ‘bet. 

If a police officer hove in sight he was 
immediately welcomed with a torrent of 
Sarcasm and wit of the grade common to 
such gatherings. 

Hank Wider opened up f! fhe alley be- 
tween Seventh and Eighth streets, south 
of Pine street, and had like the rest all he 
could attend to. In his immediate vicinity 
two or three small books were started in 
the open air for the small bettors who could 
not get up to the two-dollar limit. . 

The gamblers ang pool room _ frequenters 
confidently and gleefully assert that by 
Monday afternoon there will be a dozen of 
these small limit books stuck about in odd 
corners, making a shade tighter odds than 
the big books, and stealing their infor- 
paren instead of hiring the regular serv- 


ce, 

The South Side contingent, Adler, Spink, 
Tilles, etc., have about given up the idea 
of starting their track. ‘‘What’s the use?” 
they say, “when we can make more money 
in a down town book, at one-fifth or one- 
sixth the expense and worry.” 

So they set about looking for suitable 
quarters to open up as many books as may 
appear to them profitable. 

The only races gambled upon are those 
run at the New Orleans winter track. San 
Francisco is too far away for the players 
to hold a line on the horses, and the tele- 
graph tolls are too heavy to warrant tak- 
ine the results unless the game is good. 

Tron Hill, somewhere in Maryland, is an 
outlaw track and is said to be crooked. It 
is mot popular here. This leaves but New 
Orleans, and that is played to the limit. 

The pool-players bid fair to over-do the 
thing, just as the two outlaw tracks did, 
and kill their own game by their inord‘nate 
greed and avarice. 

The public will stand some things up to a 
limit, and then there is a kick. If the pool 
rooms k up the gait they struck yester- 
day afternoon the citizens of St. Louis will 
protest in a body and have them legis.ated 
clear out of existence for good and all. 


Saturday’s wholesale blossoming out of 
gambling in this city is due to Judge Mur- 


hy. 

W Fem Walsh, the bookmaker, had been 
tried and convicted in Judge Murphy’s 
Court. He was given a year in the Werk 
House and $1,000 fine. He appealed to the 
Supreme Court, where it wag held that the 
pool room law of 1895, under which Walsh 
was convicted, was unconstitutional, inas- 
much as it permitted gambling on one side 
of a fence and not on the other. Walsh 
was released and immediately opened up a 
pool room, as did others. 

The law of 1891. which had been amended 
by the law of 1895, was still on the books. 
Chief Harrigan asked City Counselor Mar- 
shall if it was stilla valid law. City Coun- 
selor Marshall assured Maj. Harrigan that 
it was and that he might with safety pro- 
ceed against the — rooms. 

The law of 13891 prohibited betting on 
races outside the State. Walsh was making 
books on the races at New Orleans, Chief 
Harrigan backed up the patrol wagon and 
carried Walsh and his crew to the Four 
Courts, warrants were issued in due form 
and then Judge Murphy was let into the 
game. : 

The attorneys for Walsh came in with a 
motion to quash the information on the 
ground that there wag no law against pool 
selling. 

The fact that Chief Harrigan, Judge Mur- 
phy’s enemy, was trying to break up the 
pool rooms, was dwelt upon at some length, 
for the purpose of stfrring Judge Murphy 
up to the proper pitch of indignation 
against the Police Department. The -pool 
sellers were presented in the light of meek 
and lowly law-abiding citizens, who werd 
being bullied and persecuted by the tyran- 
nical Harrigan and his minions. 

Thomas Rowe, attorney for Walsh, went 
to the extent of saying “oy that Chief 
Harrigan’s conduct had furnished ample 
grounds for proceedings for large personal 
damages, which suits would be ins*ituted 
the moment Judge Murphy decided in favor 
- hor y bookmakers, as he undoubtedly 
Wo ° 

Mr. Rowe was in Jefferson City yesterday, 
so the suit for damage done to the delicate 
feel.ngs of Mr. Thomas Walsh has not yet 
materialized. He may grow lenient after ei! 
and le? Maj. Harrigan off if he promises to 
be good. 

Judge Murphy did just what the gamblers 
wanted him to do. He decided that there 
was no law whatever against pool-selling in 
the State of Missouri. He sustained the 
motion to quash the information on the 
Walsh warrant and dismissed the cases 
agatnst all the rest of the gamblers who had 


been arrested for similar offenses. . 


In half an hour after Judge Murphy had 
given the gamblers the freedom of FP 
they were busily | pa mg getting their 
rooms and their bank rolls ready to resume 
business on the old, wide-open basis.. The 
only way to get at them now is to have 
them abated as nuisances. 

Chief Harrigan admits that he ‘ls power- 
less, as there is no court in which to try 
the cases if made. 

“Long live Murphy,” say the gamblers, 
and “Harrigan can stand outside and look 
in if he wants to,” they add as they jeer at 
the detectives who arrested them @ week 


ago.

CHARTER REVISION COMMISSION 


CAN SEE LIGHT. 


TO DOUBLE SOME SALARIES. 


Suggestions Made by Counselor Mar- 
' shal] About Street Railways and 
Other Franchise Grabbers.

The Charter Revision Commission con- 
cluded the first stage of its work Saturday. 
It‘has gone through the mass of suggestions 
and sifted out such it deemed worthy of 
further. consideration. 


Adjournment was taken to Jan. 18. Pres!}- 
dent MceMath was charged with the duty 
of boiling down and getting in shape the 
amendatory matter drawn up. 

The Commission will then review its own 
work and the suggested amendments will be 
put in shape for submission. 

At the cloging session City Counsellor Mar- 
shall suggested amendments’.to Section - 18, 
Article 16, providing for a general increase 
of salaries, as follows: 

Mayor, $5,000 to $10,000; Comptroller, $5,000 
to $7,500; Auditor, $4,000 to $5,000; Treasurer, 
$6,000 to $7,600; Register, $3,000 to $4,000; Har- 
bor and Wharf Commissioner, $4,000-to $6,000; 


President of Board of Assessors, $3,500 to 

000; President Board of Public Improve- 
ments, $5,000 to $10,000; Assessor and Collect- 
or of Water Rates, $3,000 to $4,000: Commia- 
sioner of Supplies, $3,500 to $4,500; Commis- 
sioner of Buildings, $2,500 to $5,000; Commis- 
sioner of Light, Heat and Power, $2,500 to 
35,000; Chief of Fire Department, $4,000 to 
$5,000 ; Superintendent of House of Refuge,

Completion of New Buildings at the 
Poor-House Will Relieve the 
City Hospital. 


After more than thirteen months of euffer- 
ing and sorrow and blindness, self-mnflicted 
for the sake of a fickle girl who did not love 
him, but allowed him to spend his money on 
her, Sylvester Brown will lead a procession 
of sixty unfortunattes to the St. Louis Poor- 
house Monday morning. 

Lying supinely at the Cy Hospital, with 
his sightless eyes moving restlessly in their 
sockets, he awaits the (arnmnss g and grind- 
ing of the wheels of the cruel ambulance 
that are to bear him over the hills of Ar- 
senal street to’ the last goal of the city’s 
unfortunate ones, save the gloom of the 
grave. Yet he is not hopeless. ia 

“Oh, I cannot stay there long!’’ he ex- 
claimed to a Post-Dispatch reporter last 
night, and {t seemed that tears were not 
far below the surface. “I still have a few 
things left, and I may be able to raise a 
little momey on them, go that I can support 
niyself for awhile.” 

“But what then?” 

The poor fellow turned away and buried 
his face in his hands. Years and years and 
years were before ‘him, and the light of his 
life had gone out forever! Well might he 
have said, in the language of Prometheus, 
chained to the rock, while the vulture 
gnawed at his vitals:

Brown was unable to furnish it, 
and finally he became downcast that he 
determined to end his life. 

He went to the Hetel Rozier, at Thir- 
teenth and Olive streets, on the afternoon 
of December 3, 1895, and fired three bullets 
into his head from a revolver.

Fortune With a String to It. 


Gustav Johnson of S8t. Mary’s, Potta- 
watomie County, Kan., left his wife, by will,’ 
the choice of accep ing a half interest in his 
estate and freedom to do as she chose as 
to her-future state, or the whole of his prop- 
erty should she be willing to promise not to 
Marry again. 


‘“T wouldn't mind going there,” he said, 
‘if it were not for the disgrace of the 
thing. I am helpless here, but my pride 
rebels at the idea of going to that lonesome 
inhospitable place, even though I would 
not have to exert myself to keep alive, T: 
is worse than being a castaway, and God 
knows I am nearly. enough that now.” 

He smiled in a manner that was inexpress- 
ably pitiable. 

“No,” he said, in reply to a question, ‘‘my 
relatives do not know where I am, or I am 
sure they would gladly help me. My mother 
ives in the State of New York. My father is 
dead. I have brothers and esters, but lI 
have never written to them or sent them 
any word since I became blind. I could not 
bear the idea. If I had Jost my sight under 
any other circumstances it would have been 
different; but as it is, if I have my way, I 
will hve and die alone and in silence, and 
they will never be any the w'ser. 

“TI made an effort to get into the Missouri 
School for the Blind, but it seems that per- 
sons ‘beyond a certain age are barred, and 
I was unsuccessful. There I could have 
learned some trade and been able to make 
my own living, but now I am all at sea. 

‘The exercise that I take amounts *o very 
little. I can get around the hospital fairly 
well, but I Rave never been out of the 
building since they brought us up from the 
old hospital thas was wrecked. in the tor- 
nado last spring. 

“Some of the patients read to me, and I 
manage to keep pretty well posted on Con- 
gressional matters and the Cuban war. I 
am greatly interested in ‘that. 

‘I suppose I have nothing to blame for 
my condition except my own folly, and I 
would rather die than have my relatives or 
friends know about it.’’ 


Not once did he mention the girl for love 
of whom he sought his own life and in- 
flicted blindness on ‘hhimeelf forever. 

Brown is only 83 years of age. He was a 
jewelry salesman and resided in New York, 
but traveled extensively through the West. 
While in Kansag City, about two years 
ago, he met May Haegle, a variety actress, 
whose home was in St. Louts. , 

He became infaituated with her and fol- 
lowed her to Chicago and other places, and 
finally, in Oc'tober, 1895, to St. Louis, every- 
where showering upon her costly presents, 
which she eagerly accepted. He was in- 
troduced into the family, and further 
evinced his devotion by purchasing valua- 
ble presents for her parents and other 
members of the family. 

They were then living on Adams street, 
near T'wenty-second, but Brown persuaded 
them to move into a more select neighbor- 
hood, and rented a house, paying a month’s 
rent in advance, on Olive street, west of 
Forty-second. 

That day Brown ordered about $2,000 
worth of furnishings, in anticipation of 
$5,000 he expected to receive in a few days. 
That night he went to the house, but, be- 
ing a stranger, was unable to find the num. 
ber readily, and Haegle, pere, caused his 
arrest because of a groundiess fear that he 
intended to harm his daughter.

and ‘May Haegle gave him the frosty face in 
a manner that drove him almost to desper-

streets, and it was almost impossible to 


handie them properly. Were every hygienic 


detail regarded, not more than 150 patients 
could be quartered comfortably. 

As it was, it was found necessary to re- 
mowe the chronic cases into three rooms in 
the northwest wing of the. building, jocu- 
larly referred to as the Midway Plaisance. 
Side by side, as close as the cots could be 
placed, the patients were crowded in, and 
there they will remain until to-morrow 
morning, when four ambulances, necessitat- 
ing two trips, will convey them to the 
Poor-house. 

‘*‘There is not a man in the lot who wants 
to go,’’ said Assistant Superintendent Re- 
der. “They have enough pride to dislike 
the name of it, and, besides, they have had 
such an easy time of it that they don’t 
relish the idea of a change.

Prof: Nipher‘s harrowing experiment was 
| made last Monday near Louisiana, Mo., on 
the St. Louis, Keokuk and Northwestern 
road. 

The professor’s pet hobby is wind pres- 
sure. He has made the wind and its effects 
a lifelong study, and has for years been 
making tests which have been watched 
with a great dea! of interest by construct- 
ing engineers, railroad experts and meteor- 
ologists everywhere, while his treatises on 
the subject are among the best to be found 
in scientific libraries. 

He makes frequent trips out of the city 
for the purpose of testing the pressure ex- 
erted by the wind at various velocities. An 
extremely high wind cannot be encount- 
ered frequently, so Prof. Nipher gets on 
a fast train and raises the wind, which 
is practically the same thing. The back- 
ward rush of air around a train going 
60 miles an hour has the same effect as 
the wind blowing at the same rate would 
have. 


Prof. Nipher noticed that when his re- 
cording instrument was held close to the 
side of the train there was a smaller pres- 
sure than.that recorded when the instru- 
ment was extended five or six feet from 
the car. He concluded that the air near the 
car must be carried forward with the 
train. 

It was to test the accuracy of this con- 
clusion that he made his startling experi- 
ment. 


This is his account of the test as told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“T had been out along the line and was 
walking back to Louisiana, when I saw the 
fast express coming down the track. The 


thought flashed over me that here was the

“AS the train approached I found myself 
speculating as to its speed. I never reached 
a conclusion, for when the train was ap-

“When lat last gained full consciousness 
the train was out of sight. If I were placed 
on the witness stand I could not have 
sworn that it passed me. I was still cling- 
ing to the post and continued to do so for 
several minutes, 

‘The first thought that struck me was 
that I had been foolish. Then there came 
to me a tercible realization of the danger 
to which I had exposed myself. .I fotind 
myself calculating in how many different 
ways I might have been killed, 

“Thoughts crowded in om me so fast that 
I was seized with a fear that 
I was going mad. I thought what might 
have happened thad the suction of the train 
pulled my feet from under me. Then I had 
a mental picture of myself going over back- 
hel me plunging head first under the 

many wheels 


what might have happened had the train 
jumped the track and rolled over on me. 

“How long this state of mind lasted I 
cannot tell, but I was never so horrified in 
the face of actual danger as I was when 
standing by that little post after all possi- 
bility of danger had passed, 

“T have had three other narrow escapes 
from death, but none of them had sich an 
effect on me. On one occasion while driv- 
ing, my feet were entangled in the lines 
and YI fell under the buggy. The horse ran 
away and dragged me two blocks. On that 
occasion I was vaguely conscious that 
something was being done to me. 

“Another time I was at a fire and had 
just stepped off the pavement when a wall 
fell, killing several people and almost 
catching me. I was mentally stunned for 
an instant, but went right to work helping 
the rescuers. 

“The only time I ever had a sensation 
anything like the one that ed the 
passage of the traih was 4dst after receiv- 
ing a heavy electrical shock from a bat- 
tery of Leyden gas. I was experimenting 
in the class room and accidentally dis- 
charged a battery of six of the jars. As on 
this occasion I was unconscious for a brief 
period, though I remained on my feet. When 
4I regained consciousness I began ‘to figure 
the horrible things that might have hap- 
pened to me had the charge been stronger. 
The feeling’ was almost exactly the same 
as the one thatcame over me after the train 
‘passed. 

“I stood clinging to the post for some 
time before I found an explanation for the 
blows about the body which I felt while the 
train was passing. The blows, at least, were 
not imaginary, for there was about half a 
bushel of anthracite coal about my feet. 
This almost compensated for my terrible 
mental shock, for it proved that I had not 
overestimated the forward dmpetus given 
the air close to a fast moving train. The 
coal had been picked up from the bin and 
carried along with the train and close to 
it until I stopped it. It was altogether an 
experiment which I would not care to make 
a second time.’’ 

Prof. Nipher has since learned that the 
train passed the coal bin at the rate of fifty 
miles an hour, 


‘While the Professor has no desire to 
make another close range personal test: of 
wind pressure, he is preparing for a series 
of experiments which will be watched with 
interest by scientists everywhere® 

A fast train will be used, but Prof. 
Nipher will be on it, not alongside of it. 
He expects to obtain results which will 
revolutionize existing methods of comput- 
ing wind pressure. 

The experiments will be the most thor- 
ough of the kind ever made, though Prof. 
Nipher has been working along the same 
lines for a number of years. He has had 
several difficulties to contend with, but be- 
lieves he will overcome them during his 
coming tests. 

Wind pressure is one of the most difficult 
problems to be solved in all kinds of con- 
struction work. It is an element that 
must be taken into consideration in erect- 
ing buildings and bridges, and must be fig- 
ured to a ni¢ety to instré the safety of sky 
scrapers. 

Prof. Nipher believes that the formulas 
now used by builders and engineers are 
faulty. He hopes to remedy the defects in 
the present basis of wind calculation and 
to obtain new formulas of great practical 
valze. 

“T expect,” he said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, ‘‘to get more accurate estimates of 
wind pressure at various velocities than 
have ever been obtained. Engineers and 
builders now use what are termed pressure 
boards. A pressure board is usually about 
three feet square and made of light wood. 
There is a spring and a scale at the back. 
It is placed facing the wind and the press- 
ure is computed from the reading® on the 
scale. 

‘‘All calculations now used are based on 
results obtained from experiments with 
these boards. These calculations are nec- 
essarily faulty because there is always an 
exhaust beh'nd the board; that is the air 
passes around the board and there is prac. 
tically a vacuum behindit. There is no such 
exhaust behind the wall of a building. The 
interior of a building is filled with air. The 
exhaust, instead of being behindsthe wall 
facing the wind, is om the other side of the 
building. 

“In my experiments I will do away en- 
tirely with this exhaust. The apparatus 
I use is comparatively simple. In my pre- 
vious experiments I have projected a pres- 
sure collector from the car window. This 
collector is a small metal cylinder. The 
end turned against the wind is open. The 
other end is connected by a rubber tube to 
the top of an airtight cylinder containing 
water. Another rubber tube leads from the 
bottom of the water cylinder and connects 
with a graduated glass tube. The pres- 
sure of the wind without forces up the col- 
umn of water in the glass tube inside the 
car. 

“The exact pressure of the wind when 
the car is going at any speed can be deter- 
mined from the readings on the tube. The 
pressure required to raise a column of 
water a given height is known. By taking 
the readings on the tube at a known ve- 
locity and applying the Known mathemat- 
ical formula, 
obtained. 
‘When the car runs, say forty miles an 
hour, the conditions are the same as if the 
car stood still dnd the wind blew in the op- 
posite direction at the same rate, 

“In making the experiments the pressure 
at different distances from the car !s ob- 
tained by placing the pressure collector at 
different distances from the car. 
‘Heretofore I had no means of determin- 
ing the exact speed of the train when a 
given reading was taken, so that my results 
were not mathematically correct. In mak- 
ing: my next series of experiments I shall 
have a Boyer’s speed recorder attached to 
the car. It is the one thing needed to make 
my results absolutely accurate, I am hav- 
ing a recorder made especially for the pur- 
pose. 

“In making my experiments hereafter I 
shall extend the rod carrying the pressure 
collector through the car roof instead of 
from the window. The results will be the 
same and there will not be 80 much danger 
of breaking the rod through contact with 
telegraph poles, bridges or passing trains. 
“The experiments will be of great value 
for three purposes. As I have said, it will 
enable bullders to calculate accurately the 
wind pressure a wall will withstand. 

“I> will be of great value to railrog@ds. It 
will determine exactly the air pressure at 
different distances from a Moving train and 
will show at what distance from the train 
the so-called suction might be fatal or dan- 
gerous to people or animals along she track.

The plague which has caused 325,000 people to leave Bombay and is killing hundreds 
daily, is identical with a malady which has raged repeatedly In Asiatic coun ries in epl- 
demic form In the last eighteen centuries, and with the “Black Death” which ravaged 
Europe in the Middle Ages. It has also reaped a terrible harves: in Egypt and Libya, 
This diearder is marked by a sudden attack of high fever, the patient’s temperature ris- 
ina to 108 degrees, or-even higher, and is atvended with headache, thirst and atupor, 
which rapidly advance to a state of coma. Death often occurs within twenty-four hours 
of the first manifes ation, although the averege run of the disease in a fatal case is 
about two days. 
attack a glandular swelling, hard, and tender to the touch, usually appears in the 
groin, armpit or neck, most frequem'ly in the groin. These_ characteristic tumora, or 
buboes, give to the malady one of {ts familiar names. etimes dea"h overtakes the 
victim before the swellings appear. In other cases the tumors suppurate, especially if 
the patieng lives beyond the second or third day. Suppuration is usually regarded as a 
promising sign. The most powerful of the various influences that promote the spread 
invariably breaks out In those quarters of a city 
where the dwelling-houses are overcrowded and surrounded by filth. The fiustration 
shows how favorable are the condi ions presented In Bombay, with Its narrow and 
crowded streets. The bubonic plague appears to have been known in Byria, Egypt 
and Libya during Trojan’s reign, early in the Christian’era, Bur the first well-au- 
thenticated invasion of Europe did not? occur until about M3-'46, when it appeared in 
Constan.inople and spread-.to Italy and Gaul.

BAYARD SORE AT CRITICISM. 


Britain Watching Anxiously the Sit- 
uation in India Which Is 
Growing Serious. 


LONDON, Jan. 9.—The appointment of 
Col. John Hay to succeed Mr. Thomas F. 
Bayard as United States Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James appears to be regarded 
here as a settled thing and is generally well 
received. The Speaker says: “The selec- 
tion will give the greatest pleasure to this 
country.” 

The Speaker then proceefs to pay a com- 
pliment to him as a man of letters and of 
the highest personal character, edding: 

“Tt is no Hght task to succeed such a 
man as Mr.. Bayard, but we do not think 
we exaggerate in saying that Col. Hay is 
better fitted than most men to perform the 
task satisfactorily. The -author of ‘Jim 
Bludsoe’ and the ‘Pike County Ballads’ is 
certain of a warm welcome from the Brit- 
ish public, even if his personal considera- 
tions were far less marked than they are.

The speech of Mr. Bayard on W ednesday 
at the banquet of the Article Club was 
chjefily significant to those whe vzecently 
talked With him and knew he wis emart- 
under the severe criticisms passed 
upon him in America and that he would en- 
deavor to strike back.

There is notning 
in the growth of Canadi but what will 
awaken pride in a citizen o* the United 
States. There is not, and thre ought noi 
be, any just obstruction between the United 
States, Great Britain and Canada.

“T have evoked the disp'easuve of some 
because I have sought to preserve amity. 
I cannot say ‘that I am very sorry. On the 
contrary, I am rather grateful for the 
dist thon, It is in no spirit of defiance, 
but in a well-considered spirit of gratituds, 
thaf T refiect that I have been able to bring 

nd@ hearts of*the two countries 
tow her., If that is any record, FE shall 
carry it @wihy and keep it wherever! go" 

At the conclhisioniof the - Ambasé€ador’s 
speech all the guests rose, there was loud 
cheering and waving of handkerchiefs, and 
Mr. Bayard received the greatest ovation 
tendered him during h's career in London. 
He was wigibly affect d, apd almost broke 
down onee ar twice during the course of 
his speech. 

The impress‘on given throughout Mr. Bay- 
ard’s remarks was that he was being blamed 
for having tried to promote kindly feelings 
between the two countries. He assured his 
hearers, however, that ‘‘with the sentiments 
of the best people tn England, ‘there fsa 
corresponding sentiment in the United States 
am@ne the native born men of that coun- 


try. 

This last remafk was looked upon as 
being an obvious allusion to Ir'sh hostility 
to Mr. Bayard. ' 

The views of Lord Roberts fn his auto- 
biography, just publisited, on the possibility 
of another Indian famine have attracted 
considerable attention. In gpite of the enor- 
mous progress made by the Indian army he 
warns Great Britain that ‘“‘The signs of the 
epirit of unrezt and diseontent which sowed 
the seeds of the Indian mutiny are being 
revived,’’ and he attributes thts to the ap- 
pearance of the old. faults in the adminis- 
tration of the Indian Empire. The Govern- 
ment, it appears, has become more and 
more centralized and departmental spirit 
is very strong in each department itn the 
line of ‘progress in pushing measures ob- 
noxious to the natives.

AN OFFICIAL DENIAL OF CER- 
TAIN CALUMNIOUS REPORTS. 


It Is Increasing in Strength and Do- 
ing Good Work on Its Origin- 
al Lines. 


The following sighed etatement, from the 
president and the chairmen of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Workingmen’s Bryan 
Club, will be read with interest: 

As the Post-Dispatch has always treated 
the Workingmen’s Bryen Club with fair- 
ness, we ask you ‘to give the following state- 
ment space. We do this in the hope that 
it may allay the nervousness apparent in 
the last few days on the part of some of 
the papers of ‘this city, and the fear that our 


organization is about to ‘“‘split.” 

On the contrary, since headquarters of 
the club were opened at 115 North Eleventh 
street our membership has steadily incFeas- 
ed. Ewery day free silver workingmen drop 
in and enroll their names, and at every meet- 
ing of the ward branches new members have 
and are joining. 

That politicians who are hunting office 
for the spoils, however, and who cannot 
use the club to forward their purposes 
should make desperate efforts to disrupt 
and belittle its membership, is to be ex- 
pected. Yet it remains to-day -what it was 
when the organization first started and its 
12,000 members went into the presidential 
campaign with the shibboleth of ‘“‘Bryan 
and free silver’’—a club composed of work- 
ingmen and citizens—that has broadened 
its lines.and feels that the corrupt and un- 
principled element in politics, which has 
so often betrayed the interests of the ccm- 
mon people in the past and which now 
stands a menace to good government and 
the impartial administration of the laws 
must be fought to a fintsh and overthrown 
if better conditions are to prevail. 

The movement asking Gov.-elect Stephens 
to appoint as Excise Commissioner an ab- 
sclutely clean man of high character and 
entire freedom from entanglement in city 
“machine” politics is in direct HMne with 
the objects of this club, and the fact that 
nearly 24,000 voters have signed our peti- 
tions and indorsed the movement, and that 
the club has ined the enviable opposition 
of the whole clique of ward heelers and cor- 
rupt politicians thereby, proves that .we 
have made no mistake in our position. 

It is true that, bribed by promises of being 
“taken care of,’ the Delegate, President 
and Secretary of one of our ward brancheg 
held a ‘“‘meeting’’ and indorsed Mr. Higgins, 
and were promptly suspended therefor, as 
violating the constitution of the club, which 
reads:

Cc. L. Cline (brother-in-law of Mr. Hig- 
gins), the delegate from the Eighth Ward 
Branch, was present when the matter of 
taking action with regard’ to the Excise 
Commissionership came before the Council 
of Delegates. On the reading of the resolu- 
tions he retired to a small room back of the 
Council Hall, and when the _ resolutions 
were adopted and the Executive Commit- 
tee directed to push the matter Me. Cline 
made his “escape” by climbing a back 
fence. 

The capture of the Eighth Ward branch 
by Mr. Higgins’ brother-in-law, et al. on 
Friday night was in the same line. The 
statement that Mr. Cline was ever an “or- 
ganizer”’ of this club is absolutely false, 
and his statement that money was con- 
tribu'ed by the Civic Federation toward 
the Workingmen’s Bryan Club, has been guf- 
ficiently met by the president of the Civic 
Federation. We expect that here and there 
£e0ome of our weaker members and small 
branches may fall before the corrupt in- 
fluences of the boodle politicians and their 
methods, and we are glad to be rid of such. 
But they have’ not, nor can they in the 
future, injure the club’s membership to 
any appreciable extent. 

As to the source from which the money 
came to get up the Excise Commissioner- 
ship petition we can state positively that 
we have had no communication on the sub- 
ject whatever with Gov. Stone, that about

VALUABLE SHETLAND SHAWIS. 


High Degree of Art Employed by the 
Natives in Weaving Them. 


Putting aside other branches of Shetland 
hosiery, the Shetland shaw! may be roughly 
divided into two classes—‘‘shawls” and 
“olouds,”’ says the Pall Mall Gazette. It is 
unnecessary to explain the nature ‘of a 


shawl, but there may be a few persons who 
know not that a “cloud” in northern par- 
lance is but the small, elongated form of a 
Shawl, and is a wrap in great request for 
evening wear * the ladies of London and 
the world. Of these shawls and clouds 
there are, technically speaking, three dis- 
tinct kinds: 

First, the most elaborate and expensive Is 
that which is known as “crape’’ work, in 
which the knitting is so delicate as to re- 
semble in appearance the most finely inter- 
woven gauze wire. Next in quality and 
value to this is the “lace’’ work, the name of 
which explains its nature. The third sort 
is that of the far cohrser shawls and clouds 
known as “‘hap.”" The last are much heavier 
in weight and rougher in texture. Yet in 
some of them the different shades of color 
form a most beautiful effect. 

Such is the art employed in the weaving 
that the gradations of tone merge them- 
selves almost imperceptibly one in the other. 
And this is the more remarkable from the 
fact that the Shetlander is not fond of 
“dyes,”’ and only uses them to render gala- 
ble a piece of hosiery that has, so to speak,

SAYS HE WAS HELD UP. 


Ned Aronson Tells of an Adventure 
With Eccentric Highwaymen.

GENIUS—HOW MEN OF GENIUS

An English writer on “Blindness and 
Pluck’”’ cites the remarkable case of John 
Gough, the blind botanist, who carried on 
his scientific work successfully in spite of 
the loss of his eyes. Blind from childhood, 
he still managed to learn Latin, Greek and 
mathematics, and, what was more surpris- 
ing, to make himself so thorough a botan- 
ist, that it is said that he could classify by 
touch, taste and smell every plant growing 
wild. within 20 miles of his home.

had seemed the inevitable and rises superior 
to it. And the ability to do this ts what is 
called “‘pluck!”” It is not a very poetical 
word, but perhaps it will do as well as any 
other, for the quality is so great in itself 
and it has so much depending on it that no 
one word could possibly define it.

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GROWTH OF THE ELECTRIC 
CAR SUBURBAN SERVICE. 


The Inroads It Has [lade on the Short Distance Traffic 
oi the Steam Railways. 


The growth of electric street car systems 
in the suburbs of St. Louis is something that 
approaches the marvelous. 

Time was when residents of St. Louis 
County came to the city by the wagon 
route. Then came the steam railroads; then 
the electric Next will be the airship.

as higwh as sixteen suburban trains each way 
were run daily. 

This condition of affairs naturally set the 
owners of electric roads to thinking. As 
the appliances became more perfect and 
the spirit of enterprise bolder, they com- 
menced to look around them for opportuni- 
ties to extend their possessions, and this 
search finally ended in action. 

fSlectric lines to pierce the depths of the 
county were projected, designed and built, 
and as a result of these enterprises the 
suburbanites were given better and cheap- 
er service, and traffic on the steam roads 
commenced to fall off. 

The inroads made by the electric lines in 
the matter of suburban traffic were so great 
that the steam roads were compelled to 
take off many of their’ short-distance 
trains. and their time tables of to-day, as 
compared with those of eighteen months 
azo, are the most convincing evidence of 
the losses they have suffered. 

Naturally, the officlals are averse to dis- 
cussing the situation, but that the steam 
roads have declined in this respect cannot 
be gainsaid., 

“Our suburban traffic has fallen off about 
one-third since a year ago,’ said a Missouri 
Pacific official, and then he hesitated and 
would say no more, 

At Union Station it is said that the sub- 
urban traffic of the Missouri Pacific and 
the Frisco together has declined at least 
two-thirds since twelve months ago. 

Of this fact the abbreviated time card 
stands as evidence. 

In September, 1895, the Missouri Pacific 
road had sixteen suburban trains, arriving 
at Union Station as follows: 6:30, 7:35, 8:00, 
8:40, 9:05, 9:45, 10:30 a. m., and 12:35, 1:50, 3:10, 
5:10, 6:55, 7:40, 8:20, 9:45 and 10:40 p. m. 

At that time, when Mr. J. D. Houseman, 
Jr., was figuring on constructing an electric 
line to Meramec Highlands, he took careful 
measures to ascertain the number of people 
carried daily by the Missouri Pacific and 
the ’Frisco, the two steam roads with 
which he would have to compete. His ob- 
servations, made with the assistance of a 
corps of men, were made from Thursday 
to Wednesday, inclusive, Sept. 20-26, 1895. 

On Thursday, Sept. 20, according to a rec- 
ord now in.the possession of Mr. Houseman, 
the sixteen arriving suburban trains of the 

issouri Pacific garried 1,675 passengers; 
on iFfriday, “3,998; én Saturday, 1,965: on 
Sunday, 773; on Monday, 1,941; on Tuesday, 
1,851; on Wednesday, 2,112, ‘Total 12,235—a 
daily average of 1,748. 

During the same period tthe ’Frisco, with 
its seven incoming suburban trains, car- 
sted 4,569 passengers, a daily average of 
324. 

Taking these figures as a basis Mr. House- 
man was encouraged to proceed with the 
construction of his road, and it was for- 
mally opened last February. It runs to 
meeremed Highlands, a dis ance of fourteen 
miles. 

Cars leave there on an average every 
twenty minutes during the day. The trip 
to the business portion of the city requires 
about ten minutes longer than the journey 
by a steam road via Union Station, but {n 
spite of this fact the amount of suburban 
traffic ‘thas been greatly increased. 

According to the figures submitted by Mr. 
Iiouseman, the average number of passen- 
gers carried by his road, called the St. Louis 
«& Kirkwood Railroad, now operated under 
a lease by the Highlands Scenic Railroad 
Co., during the month of September, 1896, 
both ways, was 2,500. This would make a 
daily average of 1,250, one way, or a daily 
average of 498 less than the number carried 
by the Missouri Pacific during the seven 
days mentioned in September, 18%. 

If these figures may be taken asa basis. 
deducting one-half for city traffic, it will be 
seen that the coraffic of the Missouri Pacific 
has fallen off 35.76 per cent since that time, 
not taking into consideration the competi- 
tion of the St. Louis & Meramec River line, 
but *he computation is based on figures of 
which there can be no absolute certainty. 

The comparison; while not intended to be 
invidious, gives an insight into the won- 
sag progress of the suburpan electric 
ines, 

The Wabash is not especially affected, be- 
cause there is no line that runs parallel 
with it and the residents of Ferguson and 
other towns along the route have no choice 
im the matter of roads. 

During the summer months the St. Louis 
& Kirkwood line carried an average of 9,500 
passengers on Sundays, both ways, and on 
one Sunday the number ran up to 9,80. The 
average on Saturdays, according to Mr. 
Houseman, Was 5,00. The average number 
carried daily during the winter months is 
much smaller, being only about 2,000.

These figures, of course. include passeng- 
ers residing within the city limits, and can- 
not, therefore, be taken as a criterion of 
the decline of traffic on the steam roads, 

“The very fact that travel is rendered 
6&0 easy induces traffic,”’ said Mr. Houseman, 
“and scores of people who would not come 
into the city more than once a week if 
they had to depend on the steam roads, 
now come every few days, and the volume 
of travel is Increased to that extent. 

“The electric lines- have helped to develop 
parts of the county that’ were not acces- 
sible before, and eventually they will be 
settled as thickly as are the ‘sections dircctl 
on the line of the steam railroads. 

“The number. of suburbs fs increasing 
every year, and before another decade Si. 
Louis County will be a perfect maze of 
Villagee and ra'lread tracke 

“Under the present conditions Forest Park 
University, the Poor House, the Insane 
Asylum and other institutions are as easy 
to reach as the City Hall, and before 
years people will think no more of a v!} 
to Clayton than they now do of a jaunt 
Forest Park.”’

McKinley’s Emissary Has Been to St. 
Louis Making 
With Filley.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 9.~Has Sec- 
retary David R. Francis been ‘‘turned down”’ 
by President Cleveland in the proposed open- 
ing of the Wichita Indian Reservation? This 
question is being asked frequently now by 
those who know something of the inside 
history of the case, and the impression is 
quite general that Mr. Cleveland has done 
that very thing. 

During the holidays Secretary Francis as- 
sumed a positive attitude on the proposi- 
tion to open the great Indian Reservation 
in Oklahoma, now occupied by the Wichitas. 

In the most positive terms he stated that 
he would name allotting agents before Con- 
gress met again and that these agents would 
be put to work at once. 

Time passed and the allotting agents 
were not named. In answer to repeated 
inquiries 'the Secretary stated that protests 
had been filed and that these would have to 
be investigated befcre any action could be 
taken, 

It has developed, however, that this pro- 
test.came from the White House and from 
Mr. Cleveland in person. According to the 
story told by those interested in the Wichita 
matter, Mr. Cleveland promptly and decis- 
ively sat upon his new Secretary of the In- 
terior. He is said to have told him that he 
did not want these lands opened to settie- 
ment at this time, and didn’t propose to have 
them opened. 

Joseph P. Smith of Ohio, Maj. McKinley’s 
trusted messenger in confidential communi- 
cations with Republican statesmen, has 
made three mysterious visits to St. Louis 
recently. Each time he has gone quietly, 
and on each occasidn“he has spent consider- 
able time at the Mosque, close.ed with 
Chauncey I. Filley.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—-The Navy 
partment carrying out the plans 
jected by Secretary Herbert for the pre- 
vention of further defects in steel supplied 
for the construction of the battleships.

Frank Buckland, Great Naturalist, De- 
clared He Had Seen an Apparition. 


Frank Buckland, the well-known English 
naturalist, was the last man in tte worlt

DIED OF OLD AGE. 


John T. Dowdall, Who Made Shot Dur- 
ing the Mexican War. 


John T. Dowdall, the oldest Odd Fellow 
in Missouri and at one time one of the 
most prominent iron manufacturers in the 
Middle West, died of old age at his home, 
763 Walton avenue, Friday night. He 
was 81 vears old. 

He came to B8t. 


Louis in 1843 from Louis- 
ville, Ky., and began business as a manu- 
facturer of machinery and cotton batting, 
his being the first west of the Mississippi 
manufacturing that article. This branch 
of the business was disposed of in 1846 and 
supplied

The extension of the $3 rate beyond the 
limit which Doctors Copeland and Thomp- 
son first set for it, that is, January 1, was 
made necessary by the crowds of people 
who thronged the offices during the con.

ma‘*ron, Mrs. Bulkley, a tall, commanding- 
looking lady, with one of the strongest, yet 
kindliest, faces I ever saw. 

‘“! have come to spend the afternoon with 
the old ladies,”’ 
with me, “and find out how they are enjoy- 
ing (Christmas week.”’ 

“Well, we etjoy 
many kind remembrances which we receive 
from our friends, but this a period 
sadness to most of the ladies, who cannot 
he'ip remembering the holidays of the past 
when they were surrounded by their friends 
and families. 
the home by the illness and death of two 
of our most beloved inmates, and we have 
consequently not felt very hilarious this 
year,’ said Mrs. Bulkley, as she led the 
way into a cosey sitting room, which is her 
own personal apartment, but is used as 
much by the old ladies as the matron. 

It bad been two years since my last visit 
to the home, and I could notice a great 
many changes, especially as 
new wing has been added to the institu- 
tion during that time, *I had last visited 
the home during a festival of some kind, 
when the old ladies were receiving and en- 
tertaining thelr friends. Some one had 
asked for one of «he ladies who had not 
come from her room, and the matron sent 
up for her to come down. She sent word 
that she declines to do s0 without an 
escort, as she had not been in the habit of 
e@ttending entertainments alone. I found 
afterward that this was Mre. Hatch, one 
of the loveliest inmates of the home, and 
much beloved by ‘the matrons and the other 
inmates, for she had been helpless and 
dependent upon their care and attention 
for many years. She was one of the best 
known ladies in the home, her husband hav- 

jng been a'’man of prominence in this c:ty, 
» wand Mrs. Hatch herself having been a 

beauty of note, whose hospitaliiy during her 
years of health and prosperity was knows 
y far and wide. She occupied a room in the 
home for many years, Weing’ afflicted with 
softening of the bran in its least severe 
form, and while she was unable ‘o get about 
except In a chair which could be wheeled 
from one room to the other, she was so 
bright, patient, cheerful and childlike that 
every one in the home loved her dearly. 

The home has lost a dozen inmates durirg 

the past twelve months, Mrs. Hatch being 

one of them. 

In speaking of her Mrs. Bulkley said: 
*“T never ceased to mires her; she was likea 
sweet, confiding little child, and depended 
upon me so much, always calling me 
mother, and then she was so grateful and 
appreciative of any kindness or attention.’ 

I noticed that a number of the old ladies 
addressed the matron as “mother,”’ and 
seemed to love and depend upon her like 
children cling to the strong and judicious 
affection of a parent. After talking of 
come of the ladies I had met upon my 
last visit, who have since gone to their 
long home, the matron asked me if I would 
like to make a tour of the Home and call 
upon some of the ladies in their rooms. I 
accepted the invitation with pleasure, and 
found that each old lady occupied a room 
by herself, unless she was ill and needed 
the presence of a nurse or attendant. 

Kvery room is well furnished and scrupu- 
lously neat, the occupant of each apart- 
ment taking care of it, unless she is too 
feeble, in which case the housemaid does 
BO. 

The house is well adapted for its present 
urpose, the rooms all ight and well venti- 
ated, with long halls upon which they 
open, and porches which add greatly to 
the comfort and pleasure of the inmates in 
summer, The grounds are well kept and 
attractive, with pleasant: views on every 
side, and about the whole Home there was 
an absence of anything Hke the appearance 
of a public institution. 

One of the first ladies we visited was Mrs. 
Shannon, a little woman ‘hardly larger than 
a child. She was as neat as a pin in her 
dre*s, and took great pride in exhibiting 
her room, which was filled with pretty 
things, mementoea of friends and relatives. 
She owns a little dog, to which she is much 
devoted, and he is such a well trained and 
perfectly behaved member of the canine 
race that his presence is not considered ob. 
jectionable by her neighbors in the Home. 

“This is grandma,” said Mrs. Bulkley, en- 
tering a cheerful room on the first floor, 
and speaking to a little white-ha'red lady 
who reclined upon the bed looking quite 
feeblo. She opened her eyes the minute that 
the matron approached her and made some 
remark, and could see that she was very 
old and evidently not long for this world. 
This was Mrs, Hewett, the oldest inmate of 
the home.

Rome, and, 4ccompanied by prominent inem- 
bers of the lodge, such as Crispi, Lammi 
and others, he made public declaration; that 
Sophie Sapho, Who was then present, wpuld, 
on Sept. 29 following, give birth to’ the 
grandmother of the Antichrist. In testi- 
mony of these facts a document was then 
ami there drawn up and signed by those 
present, on which document the devil then 
and there present signed himself as “Sanc- 
tus Daemon Primarius Praeses" (first pre- 
siding holy demon). The signature of ‘tthe 
devil Vitru consists of a number af sym- 
bolical signs, indicative of his various at- 
tributes and works, such as a cock, a fire 
fork and the like. It is Kunzle’s conviction 
that it is his.duty to defend the genuine- 
ness of this devil's signature, because the 
teachings of the Roman Catholic casuists 
on the subject of morals admit the posa!- 
bility of an alliance with Satan, and main- 
tain that such a covenant can be made in 
writing. 

The Cologne Volkszeitung declares it sux 
perstition to, believe in the £Fenuineneas of 
such a signature, although acknowledging 
that it is possible for wicked men to form’ 
a compact with Satan. hunzle, however, | 
has been able to appeal In testimony of his 
orthodoxy to a decision of the Cardinal 
Congregation of the Penitents in Rome. 
which gives the priests the right tn hearing 
confession to absolve those guilty of the’ 
sin of worshiping the devil or of having 
formed an alliance with him, but in the jat- 
ter instance only the written documents of 
such an agreement have been handed over 
to the church authorities to be burned.

She got fat after it was built, and the door 
would not admit of her passing through if 
she were not half so big. The only way to 
get her out would be to tear out a section 
of the wall.

Rolandow ‘has been training in the sever- 
est manner for the last four months to per- 
form this feat. , 

To begin with, he is probably the strongest 
man in the world. His chest measurement 
is 49 inches, and he can expand it to 638 
inches. He is 5 feet 9% inches in height and 
weighs 195 pounds when trained. These 
measurements and those of other details of 
his muscular development are greater in 
the average than those of Sandow and of 
other famous strong men. 

Rolandow raises and carries about the 
heavy pidno without apparently making 
any special effort. In the tests made the 
piano was carried twice about the room, 
which was a large one. The instrument used 
was taken at random from the stock, It re- 
quired four men who were experienced 
piano movers to carry the piano to the 
room where the trial was to be made, and 
these men puffed and strained and grew 
red in the face, as ordinary piano movers 
usually do. 

Mr. Titus, who is the one who usually 
enjoys the piano rides on Rolandow’s shoul- 
ders, then took his place before the keys on 
a seat attached to the piano, and began to 
play a spirited march.

THE SANGUINARY PATH WHICH 
LED A KENTUCKY GIRL 
TO MARRIAGE. 


There is a story of love and crime, which 
has been told in fragments at irregular in- 
tervals in the daily papers. But in these 
days of rapid daily dissemination of news 
from all over the world, the reader does not 
connect the report of a murder here and a 
Suicide there, and an assault soomewhere 
else, and connect the principals in each as 
the dramatis personae of one life’s true 
story—unless indeed the principals are peo- 
ple of national fame. Hence this story as a 
whole has not been told, and it is only in 
its entirety that it rises above the daily 
grist of crime annals. 

The central figure igs Miss Pearl Crouch, 
formerly of Bourbon County, Kentucky. 
She is about to achieve matrimony through 
a succession of sanguinary crimes, includ- 
ing the tragic death of her father at the 
hands of ther first lover, who was in turn 
slain, the arrest of her brothers for the 
crime, and the attempted murder of herself 
by her second lover, who thereupon attempt- 
ed to kill himself, If any author of vellow 
back novels thad brought his  heraine 
through such a sea of blood to the matri- 
monial altar, his story would have been 
stamped as highly improbable. Nevertheless 
this story is true, and it serves to prove the 
time-worn adage that “truth is stranger 
than fiction.”’ 

Miss Crouch, when she lived in Bourbon 
County, loved John Powers, and engaged 
herself to him despite the opposition of her 
father. Powers was forbidden the house, 
and, as might have been expected, the 
lovers met clandestinely. One day the old 
man surprised them, and, drawing his pis- 
tol, advanced on Powers. Powers was 
quicker on the draw than the old man, and 
his pistol barked first. Crouch fell with 
a bullet in his groin. Powers helped the 
wounded man to his house and then left. 

This attempt on her father’s life did not 
serve to divert Miss Crouch’s affections, 
and as soon as her father seemed to be on 
the road to recovery, she consented to an 
elopement to.

Sleepy Eye, Minn., would be handily an ap- 
propriate name for a town which turns out 
inventors like Grant Bramble, who, from a 
poor telegraph operator, becomes a multi- 
millionaire at a bound, But Sleepy Eye did 
not produce Mr. Bramble. He is an English- 
man by birth, but it was at Sleepy Eye he 
perfected his invention of the rotary engine, 
which has brought him fame and millions. 


Inventors seldom reap large profits from 
their inventions. Too often they are too 
poor to promote their own inventions. Often 
they fall to impress any one with the value 
of them, and if they do, it is the promoter 
who makes all the profit. Edison is an ex- 
ception, but his inventions, like Bramble’s, 
offered svich vast possibilities that he was 
in a position to dictate terms, 

The Post-Dispatch has told how Bramble 
sold patent rights for the enormous sum of 
$7,000,000, and still he has some countries un- 
sold, from the sale of which he is likely to 
derive still more millions. 

Inventors are born, not made. Bramble 
as a boy shoveled coal into an engine fur- 
nace ao yd eS simply for the opportunity 
it afforded of studying the engine, He had 
heard a chance remark that if a en- 
gine could be devised which would work on 
the steam-expansion principle, just as in the 
ordinary engine of eT ee use, with auto. 
matic cut-off, it would be worth far more 
than anything which had ever been devised. 
He made the invention of such an engine 
the aim and study of his life He has suc- 
ceeded. 

But like many other inventors he reached 
the culmination of his-.efforts partly by ac- 
cident, it ig said. 

He knew that a turbine water wheel had 
a me quick motion and great power when 
supplied with water. But as steam had 
principles that water did mot contain, and 
was also quicker in action, it followed that 
a rotary steam engine must be constructed 
upon a principle adapted to steam action, 
gas or air. These facts demonstrated, he 
constructed a wheel with three indented 
pockets in its outer surface, and a base 
shell and side plates. 

This worked very nicely when once in 
motion, with a counter-balance wheel, but 
did not have expansion of steam nor could 
Mr. Bramble see how it could be devised 
until fortune favored him by a mishap. 
One dayhe accidentally let fall the shell of 
the wheel. This struck on another piece 
ef iron and the result was a small piece 
chipped off the shell. Money was a very 
scarce article in those days, and the in- 
ventor could ill afford the expense of a new 
wheel. 

So he placed the wheel together again, 
and when steam was turned. on, found that.
